AND 
THE CHURCH OF THE GOOD SHEPHERD, KENSINGTON 


This Report constitutes a summarization of the procedures, 
recommendations, and comments of the Joint Merger Committee concerning 
the proposed merger of Emmanuel Church, Kensington, and the Church of 


the Good Shepherd, Kensington. 


A. Background 


After having shared the same priest for more than four | 
decades, and having been formally yoked congregations for more than 
ten years, following the failure of Emmanuel's boiler, we have been 
worshipping together since January 23, 1994. Upon the occasion of 
the visitation of the Right Reverend Allen L. Bartlett, Jr., Bishop | 
of Pennsylvania, to Emmanuel оп January 30, 1994--which visitation 
occurred at Good Shepherd--the Bishop strongly suggested to the 
Emmanuel Vestry that a full and complete merger of the parishes 
should be pursued. 

The respective Vestries of Good Shepherd and Emmanuel 


approved the concept of a merger at their February, 1994 meetings. 


Copies of the respective resolutions are appended hereto as Attach- 


ment "1". This Joint Merger Committee was formed and convened on 


March 6, 1994. |

In order to provide in-depth studies of certain areas of church 
activity, the following sub-committees were appointed by action 


of the Joint Merger Committee: 


Property 

Finance 

Personnel 

Legal 
Copies of the reports of the respective sub-committees are 
appended hereto as Attachment "2". 

Four meetings of the full Merger Committee, and 

numerous meetings and telephone conversations between the members 
of the respective sub-committees were held over a period of 


some four and one-half months. 


C. Discussion Paper 


The final draft of the Discussion Paper is annexed hereto 
as Attachment "3". Early items for discussion were subtracted as 


they were resolved; others were added. 
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The purpose of the Discussion Paper is to define the principles 


governing the merger process, and is predicated upon the following 


premises: 


1. Good Shepherd's buildings and facilities will serve as 
the church building and parish house for the new entity. 
2. Other property and all assets belonging to both 
congregations will be transferred to the new entity. 
3. The talents of the membership of both congregations will 
be actively engaged in the enhancement of the new parish's mission 
to its members and to the community within which it exists. 
4. The name of the new church will be The Church of Emmanuel 
and the Good Shepherd. 
5. The Rector of The Church of Emmanuel and the Good 
Shepherd will be the Reverend James A. Sox, the Rector of both Emmanuel 
Church and the Church of the Good Shepherd. 
Based upon the above basic premises, our deliberations 
included the following areas of concern: 
a. Finance (especially the preparation of a projected 
budget for the first operating year of the new entity) 
b. Property (especially the incorporation of certain 
items and artifacts from Emmanuel into Good Shepherd) 
с. Legal (preparation of the Articles of Incorporation and 
Bylaws of the new entity; retaining legal counsel, etc) 
d. Personnel 
The reports of the sub-committees, appended hereto as Attachment "2" 


not only provide policy recommendations, but also supply information 
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in the form of guidelines for use by the governing body of the new 
corporation. 

The Discussion Paper also contains recommendations concerning 
timing and scheduling of events pertaining to the merger and the 
procedure for ratification. In every sense, the Discussion Paper is 
in reality a position paper reflecting the unanimous sentiments and 


approval of the members of the Joint Merger Committee. 
D. Other Procedural Matters 


In addition to the issues contained in the Discussion Paper, 
the Joint Merger Committee also evaluated the following areas of 


concern: 


1. Worship 

Our two churches have worshipped together since January 

23, 1994, and are content with the style, format, and 

scheduling of liturgical observances. 

2. Vestry 

The new corporation of The Church of Emmanuel and the 

Good Shepherd will require a new Vestry. This issue 

has been addressed by the Joint Merger Committee as 

follows: 

a. The size of the Vestry will be temporarily increased 
to twenty members, with all persons serving as members 
of the vestries of either Emmanuel or Good Shepherd 
at the time of the merger continuing to enjoy voice and 
vote. 


b. At the second Parish Meeting of the new corporation, 


all members shall rotate off the Vestry, and an election 
for twelve vestrypersons will be held. Anyone meeting 
the requirements of the Bylaws of the new corporation-- 
including those persons who shall have just completed 
their terms. of office--shall be eligible for election. 


This procedure is detailed in the Bylaws. 
E. Procedures For Consummating The Merger 


The proposed procedures to be observed in reviewing this Report-- 
including the recommendations contained in the Discussion Paper--are 


as follows: 


1. This Report will be submitted to the respective Vestries 
of the Church of the Good Shepherd and Emmanuel Church 
on or before June 26, 1994, for their review and action. 
2. If both respective Vestries affirmatively approve the 
Report, both the Report and the Plan of Merger will be 
submitted to both respective congregations for their 
approval in August, 1994. 
3. If approved, both the Report and the Plan of Merger 
will be forwarded to the Bishop and Standing Committee of 
the Diocese of Pennsylvania for their respective approval. 
4. If the Bishop and Standing Committee approve, formal 
application will be made for designation of The Church of 
Emmanuel and the Good Shepherd by the Commonwealth of 


Pennsylvania Department of State. 
F. Legal Documentation 


Documents relating to both the Church of the Good Shepherd and 


Emmanuel Church, together with the Articles of Incorporation and Bylaws , 


have .been ar will be. submitted to Joseph Simon, Esq., the attorney 
retained by the Legal Sub-committee of the Merger Committee. Legal 
counsel will also prepare the necessary documents to be filed with 


the Pennsylvania Department of State. 
6. Corporate Inauguration Ceremonies 


A gala celebration should be planned to inaugurate the new 
parish at such time as the Articles of Incorporation shall have been 
approved and a Charter shall have been awarded to The Church of 
Emmanuel and the Good Shepherd by the Pennsylvania Department of 
State. Although it is impossible to predict with absolute certainty 
the date of such granting of a charter, it is hoped that it will be 
awarded in time to allow the new parish to be welcomed to the November, 
1994 Convention of the Diocese of Pennsylvania. A Festival Eucharist, 


“at which Bishop Bartlett will preside, to be followed by a parish 


dinner, have been tentatively scheduled for Saturday, November 12, 1994. 


H. Recommendation For Approval 


The Joint Merger Committee, being duly authorized to conduct 
this feasibility study for the merger of Emmanuel Church, Kensington, 
and the Church of the Good Shepherd, Kensington, hereby submits this 
Report with its unanimous recommendation for approval by the respective 


Vestries of the two churches.

Copies of the relevant legal documents, together with the 
Articles of Incorporation and the Bylaws of The Church of Emmanuel 
and the Good Shepherd either have already been or will shortly be 
provided to counsel. In addition, counsel will prepare and file 
with the Department of State of the Commonwealth of Pennsylvania the 
necessary instruments to effectuate the merger and incorporation of 
the new parish corporation.

Emmanual Episcopal Church, Kensington, and the Church af the 
Good Shepherd, Kensington, having been formally yoked 
congregations of the Episcopal Diocese of Pennsylvania for mare 
than a decade, and having experienced declining membership and 
increasing economic constraints for the past several years, naw 
propose to formally merge into a new congregation which will be 
named "The Episcopal Church of Emmanuel and Good Shepherd." The 
proposed act of merger is both a canonical and legal act, and has 
been fully endorsed and encouraged by the Bishop of Pennsylvania. 


As co-chairpersons of the Legal Subcommittee of the Joint 
Merger Committee of Emmanual Church and the Church af the боса 
Shepherd, it is cur responsibility ta engage legal counsel an 
behalf of the Joint Merger Committee ta act on its behalf with 
respect to the various non-canenical legal aspects of the 
proposed merger.The role of legal counsel , as we understand it 
fram the several recent Mergers which have occurred within the 
Diocese, and as we presently envision it, involves two principal 
responsibilities. First, legal counsel will prepare a Memarand um 
ef Understanding for the approval of the Bishop of the Diocese af 
Pennsylvania of the proposed Merger.Such documents shall refer ta 
the Joint Merger Committee’s Report, the approvals and 
ratification by the respective Vestries and congregations, and 
shall be signed by the Recter’s Wardens and Accounting Wardens of 
bath parish churches. 


Also to be incorporated in the Memorandum of Understanding 
will be an Opinion Letter of counsel. The Opinion Letter will 
deal with the transferability of the assets of both existing 
corporations into the merged corporation, which әріпісп will be 
based upon the review of several wills, deeds, and ether 
instruments, such documents are relatively short in length and 
aught net to exceed ten in number, and copies of them have been 
obtained by the Merger Committee and will be provided ta counsel. 
Our review of such documents ta date reveals no impediment or 
obstacle ta the propose transfers. 


The Opinian Letter alsa should address the feasibility of the 
proposed Merger, based primarily upon the projected one year 
budget prepared by the Finance Subcommittee af the Merger 
Committee, which dacument shall also be provided to counsel. 


The second and related responsibility cf counsel will be а 
review of the Articles of Incorporation of the proposed merger 
corporation, pursuant to 15 Pa. C.8.4.5926, which we understand 
ta be the governing Commonwealth statute (but which counsel will 
also be asked to confirm), and preparation of the instrument ағ 
instruments to be filed with the Pennsylvania Department of State 
and/ ar the Secretary of the Commonwealth. 


Although we recognize that it is impossible to precisely 
designate the amount of counsel fees related ta the proposed 
merger, inasmuch as it is imperative to keep such expenses within 
the most reasonable possible limitations, we ask that you, to the 
extent possible, provide us with an estimate of costs to 
discharge the above outlined responsibilities. We will be more 
than happy to provide you with any additional information which 
would be helpful to you in preparing an estimate; we would 
suggest that any questions would be mast properly be directed in 
the first instance to cour Rector, the Reverend James A. Sax, at 
either 426-3147 or 862-9525. 


It is possible that should the sale of the Emmanual Church 
property occur during the merger process, we would additionally 
call upon counsel for a review of the proposed Agreement of Sale, 
which we understand would be a separate transaction and would be 
subject to a separate billing procedure. We lock forward ta 
hearing from you in the near future.

DISCUSSION PAPER 


June 12, 1994 


This Discussion Paper presents principles for enacting a 
merger between Emmanuel Church, Kensington, and the Church of the 


Good Shepherd, Kensington. 


1. Objective 


The resources, facilities and talents of Emmanuel 
Church, Kensington, and the Church of the Good Shepherd, Kensing- 
ton, will be merged into a new single corporate entity to be 
known as The Church of Emmanuel and the Good Shepherd. The new 


entity will replace both pre-existing churches. 


2. Basic Premises 


a. Good Shepherd's buildings will service as the 
church building and parish house of The Church of Emmanuel 


and the Good Shepherd. 


b. Emmanuel's church building and adjacent property 


will be sold, and the proceeds conveyed to the new corporation. 


с. The Reverend James A. Sox, currently serving as 


Rector of both Emmanuel and Good Shepherd as yoked congregations, 


will be the Rector of The Church of Emmanuel and the Good Shepherd. 


d. The financial assets and resources of both churches 


will be conveyed to The Church of Emmanuel and the Good Shepherd. 


Buildings 


Good Shepherd's buildings are adequate to house the 
combined membership of both congresations. In the event that 
future events dictate that alterations or additions are necessary, 
such action will lie within the jurisdiction of the Vestry of the 


new parish. 


Property and Finance 


In the event the merger is approved, the Rector, 
Wardens, and Vestries of Good Shepherd and Emmanuel shall cause 
all real, tangible, movable, and financial property and assets 
belonging to both parishes to be conveyed upon the date of the 


merger to The Church of Emmanuel and the Good Shepherd, 


Personnel 


The Reverend James A. Sox will serve as Rector of the 
new parish, and Mr. Charles T. Graham will serve as its Musical 


Director and Organist. 


Timing 


Should these merger principles be approved by both

churches, the Joint Merger Committee fervently hopes that the 


merger is consummated prior to the November, 1994 Diocesan Convention. 


Ratification 


The Joint Merger Committee recommends that the Vestries 
of Emmanuel Church and the Church of the Good Shepherd approve 
the merger by resolution, and that the congregations do likewise. 
The detailed instruments of Articles of Incorporation and Bylaws, 
together with other pertinent documentation, will be forwarded 
to the Bishop and Standing Committee of the Diocese of Pennsylvania, 
and subsequently to the Department of State of the Commonwealth of 


Pennsylvania for formal incorporation of the new church. 
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
